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Remarks 


The figures of births and deaths shown in this statement 
for week ending the 26th November 1955 relate to 1 89 
towns with an estimated population of 26,347 thousands. The 
total number of towns is 313 and their population is 40,934 
thousands. Thus 60% of the total number of towns 
representing 64% of the total population is covered in this 
statement. The number of births and deaths recorded 
In these towns were 20,163 and 7,067 representing birth 
and death rates of 39 8 and 13-0 per thousand of 
population respectively. 

(a) Suites ( Part A and C ). — The data here relate 
to 153 towns with an estimated population of 21,289 
thousands. Information about Ajmer, Assam, Bhopal, 
Bihar, Madhya Pradesh and West Bengal 
could not be included. The total number 
of towns is 252 and their population is 32,572 
thousands. Thus 61% of the total number of towns 
representing 65% of the total population is covered.
